The nSs 
was that the grapes on the topped 
vine* ripened a week later than thorn 
on the vines not so treated, and the 
former contained 3.5 per cent lets 
stttar, The conclusion reached was 
that such topping is not profitable. 


Topping is not necessary with those 


varieties which make a round, well 
formed head, as most short prunere 
do, and with certain long praners it 
is neccessmry in order to keep the vines 
in shape and to form sufficient shade 
for the bunches of fruit. With Flaming 
Tokay it is necessary on account of the 
tender skin of the fruit, which burns 
when it is exposed to the sun. This 
variety is a late kind and its chief 
value lies in its being late, together 
with its fine color. One slight pruning 
of the young shoots when they are 
about two feet beyond the lastpmnches 
will allow the branches to remain 
erect, and with thoir once branching 
will afford ample shade for the tender 
fruit and yet give plentv of light to 
color it well, other conditions being 
favorable. If this variety were topped 
within a foot of the bottom bunches 
and the latterals topped twice again, 
the grapes would be very poor in color, 
for they would be iu dense shade.

bread knife. If the notches are made 
an inch deep and sharpened to the 
bottoms, the tops will not slip out of 
the sickle when the cutting stroke is 
made. By swinging sucl. an implement 
over the tops of the vines so as to re- 
move the tender ends which reach out, 
no revere cutting will be done. Where 
the canes are cut off where they have 
grown to be half an inch iu diameter 
and are fibrous, the vine loses much.

Doing a Losing Business 


The government is doing business 


just now on a losing basis. This past 
month Uncle Sam run behind some- 
thing over $11,000,000. 
The income 


has been cut down, and the expendi- 
tures have 
increased. 
There is a 


deficit in prospect. The only question 
is how big it will be. The official 
guess is that it will be in the vicinity 
of f50,000,000. This is the first month 
of the new fiscal year. 
It is not 


usually regarded as a typical month. 
The expenses during July are always 
heavier and the income falls off. The 
drafts on new appropriations drain 
the treasury, and the business of the 
country is apt to be so dull that the 
customs recepits and internal revenue 
dwindle. Therefore the treasury offi- 
cials are not baaing their estimates of 
future shortages ;from their July ex- 
perience. 
If they did, they would 


have the doleful prospect of a deficit 
of something over $100,000,000. 


At the same time the two statements 


for July of this year and July a year 
ago wiil bear comparison. During Juljr 
a year ago the income was just about 
equal to the outgo; both were in round 
numbers, $52,000,000, 
For this month 


the figuiesare not available up to date, 
but on the 25th the revenues were only 
a little more than $.17,000,000, while 
the expenditures had ahendy outrun 
this figure by $11,000,000. The total 
revenues for "the month will be, rough- 
ly, $20,000,000 for the same month 
| hist year. 


This failing off if duo chiefly to the 


wiping out of the war revenue taxes. 
It was estimated by congress that this 
legislation would reduce the revenues 
about $70,000,000. 
Before the law was 


passed Secretary Gage estimated that 
the surplus »or the coming fiscal year 
would be only $23,000,000. 
A deficit 


would, 
therefore, seem (inevitable. 


Last year showed a surplus of nearly 
$100,000,000, so there is no immediate 
danger of the treasury being empty, 
though it may be found that the rev- 
enue has been cut too low.
